Around the Mills. 


Tho oSciais of the Star plant claim 


that the pickets about their mills held 
up a special delivery boy from the 
postoffice with a letter for the office 
acd insp-ct'jd the letter before he was 
allowed to proceed. The matter will 
b-"? reported to the postal authorities 
at once. It is also charged that the- 
strikers stoned the company carriage 
on Pennsylvania avenue, but did no 
special damage to the occupants.
